years. 


What it means to bring not only 


registered but pedigreed bulls into 
a county, was described by W. II. 
Woodley, dairy expert of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, who was the 
visiting speaker. 


Buying Production, 


"When you buy a bull you are 


buying milk production," he said. 
"When you buy a bull above $50 
you are buying his ability to stamp 
milk production on his daughters. 


"Good lines mean little in judg- 


ing the true value of a bull. 
The 


important thing is the milk pro- 
duction of his dam, and his sire's 
dam. 
The closer this good record 


is to the particular animal you arc 
buying, the more valuable he is. 


"The introduction of a high-pro- 


duction line bull to a dairy herd 
means that his 
daughters' 
milk 


production will be raised on the 
average lo'l pounds of butler fat 
with their first calf. 
The value 


of this at 40 cents per pound is

Guilt In Theft 


Gives Police Details of 
Deal By Which Brokers 


Lose Half Million. 


NKW 
YORK, Sept. 21—(/I1)— 


Wilton Alter, 18-year-old messen- 
ger hoy today confcsed to police 
that he was the tool of others in 
the theft yesterday of $512,000 in 
negotiable securities from his em- 
ployer, R. V. Hiseoe Co., brokers. 


The boy, who has been employed 


by the brokerage house at a salary 
of $15 per week, said the robbery 
was directed by a man who ho 
knew as Jack Kosem. The lad said 
Rosen had Stopped him repeated- 
ly on the street and urged that it 
was an easy way to make money. 
The argument was repeated yester- 
day before the boy went to this 
Guaranty Trust Company to redeem 
with a $400,000 certified check, 
stock and bonds to the amount of 
$512,000 which had been deposited 
as collateral for a loan. 


"He told me how bad he needed 


money and how 1 could walk off 
with the loan," the boy said. "Then 
he said my father was to receive 
$50,000 of the money as my share. 
Finally 1 consented." 


The boy obtained the securities 


and during a long taxi-subwuy- 
walking trip through Manhattan 
delivered them to Rosen. The man 
gave him a dollar and told him to

The Hope landing field is being 


placed in the best, condition in its 
history by highway crews loaned 
to the Chamber of Commerce by 
District Engineer R. B. Stanford, 
for the reception of the Slate Air 
Tour hero next Wednesday—"Avia- 
tion Day" at the Southwest Ar- 
kansas Fair. 


Twenty-five planes arriving here 


about noon Wednesday will swoop 
down on the local field to find two 
excellent runways, with safe ap- 
proaches from the 'air. 
A wjmj- 


sock, and large white circle mark- 
ing the center of the field, will also 
guide the flyers. 


Highway crews under direction 


of Mr. Kinard began work yester- 
day dragging north-south and east- 
west runways, each being 200 feet 
wide. They are so smooth that an 
automobile driven over them at 40 
miles an hour yesterday showed no 
more vibration or roughness than; 
on a concrete street. A plane takes 
the air at a speed only slightly 
greater than that—which shows 
the local flying field to be in per- 
fect condition. 


The Hope field is generally re- 


garded as one of the best unim- 
proved airports in the state, rating 
far ahead of the Camden and El 
Dorado fields, and the Texarkana 
field in its present stage of develop- 
ment., 


When the visiting flyers arrive 


Wednesday noon they will be taken 
to the Southwest Arkansas 
Fail- 


Grounds for luncheon, and will de- 
part, after an exhibition of stunt 
flying, for their next stop, at Pine 
Bluff". 


Engineer Stanford's co-operation 


with the Chamber of Commerce in 
placing the local field in condition 
was a voluntary move on his part, 
being the announced policy of the 
State Highway Commission which 
is assisting all Arkansas cities in 
airport improvements.

Is UA Exhibit 


National Cotton Show To 
See Many New and In- 


teresting Exhibits. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(P) 


—The story of cotton and its many 
uses, new and otherwise, will be the 
feature of an exhibit 
now being 


prepared by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture 
for the 
National 


Cotton Show to be held in connec- 
tion with the Mid-South Fair and 
Dairy Show at Memphis, Sept. 28 
to Oct. 5. 


The exhibit will cover an aisle 


space of 720 feet, the largest ex- 
hibit ever placed by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


A small model of the Graf Zep- 


pelin will tell the story of a new 
use for cotton. More than 20,000 
;;quarc. yards of cotton goods were 
used in making the outer envelope 
or bag cover, for the Graf Zeppelin. 
Other parts of the ship also call 
for large (|iiantities of cotton. 


Cotton's use in making airplane 


propellers also will be shown, 
In 


making propellers, cotton fabric is 
impregnated with a synthetic res- 
inous material and numerous lay- 
ers arc put together under tremen- 
dous pressure to form .slabs from 
•which the propellers are fashioned 
in much the same manner as from 
wood. 


The consumption of cotton in the 


motor industry also will be shown. 
The department reported 
288,000 


bales ol cotton were used last year 
by the industry. 


Considerable attention 
will be 


paid to the "bag family," and the 
use ol cotton in their manufacture. 


The utilization of cottonseed and 


iu- by-products also will be another 
important chapter in the story of 
cotton as told by the exhibit. Fuzz 
from the sued, or linters, is utilized 
in 
making 
paper, 
photographic 


film, hig'h explosives, laquers and 
numerous other products. 


The model 1'aim also will be a 


part of the exhibit. Methods of 
management and other details of 
farming will be shown. 


Another unit will show the vcr- 


ious insects and pests of cotton and 
methods of control.

now at a creeping pace, now hastening up to a brisk glide, 
then again slowing down to a creep. 
Alongside to the. right, 


for the entile, length of the moving belt, a stationary platform 


• holds a continuous flow of psople—all at ihe same lime wail- 
ing for the belt to slow down, all at once stepping over to 
ihe carrier while it is going at ils slowest puce, and all to- 
gether proceeding with it farther up the street. 


Nine seconds later, and the belt rpneds ils pace. 
Along- 


side to ils left is another moving belt with cents like tho.'a of 
;.ny railroad car and with a canopy overhead. 
The inner 


belt is now moving fasl at a steady pace. 
Reaching the 


iscad of (his sealed carrier, liv first belt unloads ils passen- 
gers. Then il slows down again to pic!: up another wailing

Out of the basement floors of the buildirigr along llie street,

Aulomalic 
turnstiles would let the passengers through to the platform as 
they deposited the fare alongside.

The long moving platforms, each five feet wide, consist 


of flat cars 12 feet long and semi-circular at the ends, so that 
one car fib snugly into the other yet • permits each to turn 
freely around curves. The cars are coupled together by king 
bolts and draw bars, each draw bar carrying a pin that ex- 
tends through a slot by means of guide tails to be engaged in 
the 
1 double worm of a helix on a revolving shaft underneath. 
The system is undoubtedly revolutionary, but its. practica- 


bility is being investigated by a committee of prominent De- 
troit engineers appointed by Mayor John C. Lodge. 


"Each car on ihe constant- speed platform," Taylor re- 


late?, "has four double chairs carrying eight passengers. There 
aie 440 cars to a mile, making 3520 seats in that distance. 
Traveling at 20 miles an hour, therefore, this platform has 
capacity for 70,400 passengers an hour in each mile. 


"There is a bvoad aisle on the inside of the platform, so 


that passengers who arc in a great hurry can proceed along 
this aisle and hasten their rpscd by that at which they walk.

A subway system, such as 
Phihdc-lphia's or New York's, costs at least $6,500,000 a 
street mili: to construct. This system \voulcl cost about $5,000,- 
000 a sirect mile. 
The reason for this is lhat the entire 


fti-tets needn't be torn up, since the platforms would be under 
the -sidewalks and there would be no need of a heavy super- . 
structure to support vehicles on the street. 
There would be 


a lighter underftructure than that used lo support the cumber- 
some trains of an electric subway system, and the cars them- 
st-lvea would be considerably lighter—2000 pounds al the 
most against 110,000 pounds for the steel subways cars. 


"The 
New York subway system in 1924, which is the 


latest year for which I have figures, showed a gross revenue 
of $1,739,200 per track mile, and an expenditure of $953,- 
755 per track mile. Our Woodward avenue line last year 
showed a revenue of $108,745 per track mile and an ex- 
jjvpse of $68,635 pet track mile. 


"The 
proposed belt rapid transit system, figuring on the 


basis of a ten-cent fare, would earn $5,000,000 a year at an 
expenditure of less than $2,000,000. 
The mile revenue 


would be $277.777 and the expense per mile $105,000." 


One drawback seems to present itself. 
If there is a sudden 


breakdown t>.t any point, the entire system going both ways 
is stalled, for the whole double b.»lt is a single unit. 


Yet Taylor is not unnerved by this thought. 
He is so 


confident of the practicability and safety of his system that 
he is anxious to make himself responsible for its operation. 
He banks on the simplicity and sturdiuess of its mechanism.
